WASHINGTON, .May 6.— Mr. Justice 


Jackson, of the supreme court of the 
United States, arrived in Washington 
Sunday morning from his home, Belle- 


• meade, Tenn., to hear the reargnmeht 
of the. income tax. The justice looks 
•well, although he has lost considerable 
in weight since he left Washington' last 
winter. 


During the afternoon- and evening 


Chief Justice, Fuller and several other 
members of the court called upon Jus- 
tice Jackson to express their pleasure 
at his return. In the course of their 
conversation the programme of the in- 
come tax rehearing was outlined to 
Justice Jackson. 
The whole case will 


be gone into and the rehearing will in- 
clude the constitutionality of the tas 
on rents and state and municipal 
bonds, as well as upon all other points 
on which the court divided equally on 
Aprils.

After the argument has been con- 


cluded Justice Jackson will join in the 
conference as to the decision of the 
court on the determination of this 
question, and will then 
return to 


Nashville. 


He expects to be in Washington only 


about a week, and probably less. From 
this fact, although, of course, there 
has been no expression of opinion 
given by him on the subject, it has 
been inferred that the reargument of 
the case will result in no variation of 
the decree rendered by the court last 
month.

of the court, will be confined to two 
counsel on each side, but no limita- 
tion of time will be fixed.

Much Damage But No Fatalities 


Reported. 


Houses Blown Down, Stock Killed and

Fanees Leveled. 


The Rainfall Wa« Heavy, San Antonio Re-

"—Kale and YFlnd-Storm' DOBH Dam- 


age In Alabama—Iowa Details.

DENISON, Tex., May 6.—A tornado 


passed over the eastern portion of this 
section Sunday 
morning-. 
Houses 


were blown down, stock tilled and 
fences leveled.' The orchard of Mr. 
Mallory was "entirely obliterated, sev- 
eral hundred peach trees being- uproot- 
ed and blown away. .No causal ties are 
reported. The storm crossed Red river 
to the Indian territory, making- a swarth 
through the forest. At Aubrey sixteen 
miles north of here, the damage was 
about §l,500,"one house being demol- 
ished, the family escaping with diffi- 
culty. Near Carrollton dwellings were 
mowed from their foundations, and at 
Van' Alstyne houses and barns were 
nnroofed and several serious casual- 
ties resulted. 
_The rainfall in the 


central and western portions of the 
state was heavy. San Antonio reports 
six inches of rain in six hours. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 6.—A wind 


and rain storm of extraordinary sever- 
ity passed over the southern part of 
Cullman county late Sunday afternoon.. 
All the wires are blown down and news 
of the damage is meager, although it 
is known to be great. The path of the 
storm was a half mile wide. 
Many 


buildings were 'destroyed and crops 
•were ruined. Two miles west of Hane- 
ville the house of James Ellis was 
"blown down and Ellis and his family 
of six all badly hurt. An 11-year-old 
boy has since died. 


ALTON, la.,.May 6.—Funerals of vic- 


tims of the tornado were held here 
Sunday in the midst of. a terrible 
storm. In some parts of the country 
what remained after the big storm of 
last week was ruined by Sunday's 
blow. The valley of death from Ireton 
to Sioux Center, which nearly parallels 
the railroad track, was crowded all 
day with vehicles of every description. 
From all sides there was nothing but 
debris. 
Dead horses, cattle, sheep, 


chickens, articles of wearing apparel, 
portions of houses and barns, pieces of 
wagons and farming implements and 
everything movable were scattered 
along the route. 


Around Sioux Center forty farmers 


are homeless or ruined. 
Another 


death, Mrs. Herman Heyman, of Wel- 
come township, was reported Sunday. 
In this vicinity sixteen are dead and 
fifteen injured. A child of Luther Mc- 
Combs died Sunday morning. 
The 


wife of John Koster was blown away 
with the Koster house and found dead 
a quarter of a mile from where the 
building stood. Mrs. Postman, who 
was visiting the Kosters, was also 
killed. 


In the district about the Haggie and 


Koster homesteads forty families are 
homeless and ruined. The same num- 
ber is reported from Sioux Center, and 
between Perkins and Ash ton, twenty- 
five families have nothing left. Alto- 
gether 300 families are homeless as the 
result of the'tornadb.
